proximately 17,700 acres. If all farmers 
permit this vetch to meet the re- 
quirements of good vetch for turning 
under the county crop is roughly 
equivalent to 6,195,000 pounds com- 
mercial nitrogen fertilizer valued at 
approximately $117,705.00.

"9. Water, six or more glasses of 


it."
